—26. (Currently Amended): A solid, multi-layer water treatment tablet 
comprising, sequentially, one discrete layer comprising at least one halogen source and a second 
discrete layer comprising an inert boundary layer and a third layer comprising at least one pH 
compensating source, wherein the halogen source is acidic in aqueous solution and the pH 
compensating source is basic in aqueous solution, and wherein the pH compensating source 
includes sodium bicarbonate. —

In line 5 of claim 30, a period - — has been inserted after "hypochlorite". 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 4, 22 and 36 
have been amended by applicant to overcome the rejections over prior art by removing 
trichlorocyanuric acid, dichloroisocyanuric acid, monochloroisocyanuric acid, potassium 
dichloroisocyanuric acid, and sodium dichloroisocyanuric acid dihyrate as halogen sources. The 
prior art of record fails to disclose using the remaining halogen sources in combination with the 
other recited elements. Claims 9, 12-14, 16, 17, 21, 23, 26, 27, 30-32, 41 and 44-46 were all 
amended to incorporate specific limitations indicated as allowable in the previous office action 
as detailed in each claim. Claims 47-49 are allowable because they parallel allowable claims 13, 
31 and 45.
